by the Federal Farm I,oan Roa-d. 


Mortgages will be recommended 


by a loan commitlee of the 
local 


association and loans approved and 
granted by the District Farm Loan 
Bank at St. Paul. 


This bank will issue bonds wilt 


these mortgages as security and il 
these bonds will sell drawing 4 per 
cent interest, the money will 
be 


loaned lo the farmers for 5 per 
cent. Each farmer must take a S3 
share in the St. Paul bank for each 
8100 he borrows, but 
otherwise 


there is no cost whatever in joining 
or organizing.

would like to borrow money from 
Ihe government under this plan is 
invited to come' and hear ths ~ law- 
fully explained, January 18.

Paul railroad, and a brother of 
Frederick D. Underwood, president 
of the Erie road, died at his home 
n \Vauwatosa Wednesday after- 
noon, after an illness .of nearly two 
years.

road men of the country, reads like 
a book. More than forty years ago 
lie started out as a brakeman in the

FARMERS KILLING 
OFF QUACK GRASS 


Three Oneida Men Try Suc- 


cessful Experiments On 


This Damaging Weed 


Some interesting experiments in 


weed_. eradication have.been under 
way in Oneida county for Ihe past 
[wo seasons. Not the least of these 
las been the cooperative tests ear- 
ned on by three farmers in cooper- 
ation with the college of agricul- 
!ure, 
University 
of Wisconsin, 


through its seed inspection 
and 
weed control service. . ' 


A brief 
summary 
of the "most 


triking of these cooperative trials 
is given herewith. In each case the 
•nethods were put in operation by 
llcnry Lunz..field agent of the de- 
••arlmenl, who has since made Irips 
of inspection lo the farms to note 
'he results. 


H. Blumenstein and son of Wood- 


ruff had two fields badly infested 
with quack grass. 
Each included 


aboul six acres. One of Ihesc fields 
was summer fallowed in 1915, 
the 


other being planted to potatoes and 
closely cultivated. At the end 
of 


the first season the former was rid 
of quacE grass, while the cultivated 
Held contained small patches im- 
i>ossible to pull because of the grow 
ing plants. In 1916 the work was 
continued with vigor, and the pota- 
to field seems now. to be wholly 
free of the troublesome weeds'." 


Complete eradication of quack 
as also accomplished on the Noble 


U. Coe farm near Minocqua. There 
was originally a heavy growth of 
Ihe pest on a four-acre field, which 
he wished lo clean up.

to buckwheat. This year potatoes 
were planted in the field" and> but 
lime quack appeared. 


F. S. Campbell and Sons, Three 
Lakes, had a field of about thirty 
acres which 
was badly 
infested 


with quack. This field was divided 
inlo four parts, one of which was 
summer fallowed; another partial- 
ly summer fallowed with land sow 
ed to buckwheat; the third was 
seeded to mammoth clover and the 
Fourth portion was planted to pola- 
loes.-On the portion that was sum- 
mer fallowed the quack was com- 
pletely eradicated. 
On the portion 


sowed to buckwheat but few patch- 
es of the quack could be discovered 
On the portion seeded with red clov 
er but little benefit resulted. On the 
x>rtion planted to potatoes, while 
the quack was 
hurt, 
yet - small 


Batches infested the whole field. The 
kerosene spray was used upon pat- 
ches of quack, also upon patches of 
Canada thistles, doing but little iri- 
ury loathe quack, although making 
,ne eradication of the thistles almost 
complete. The thistles were out jusl 
below Ihe ground and about half a 
pint of kerosene applied to 
the 
roots. No thistles were seen within 
six weeks afterward.' 
' 


Besides the cooperative weed de- 


monstrations in this county, 
the 


seed 
inspection department car- 


ried 
on 
similar projects in 1916 


with farmers in M olher counties, 
serving lo drive home the fact that 
weeds can be eradicated through 
steady effort, coupled with a little 
"head work." 


The farmer quite frequently fails 


Jo appreciate the tax which he is 
obliged lo pay from the unrestricted 
growlh of weeds," says H. L. Rus- 
sell, direcfor of the Experiment Sla- 
[ion, 
in his latest report. 
"Often 


they gain a foothold through con- 
taminated seed, as is so frequently 
the case wilh wild mustard; or 
through manure as was observed 
this season in Oconomowoc where 
gardens were infested with Canada 
thistle and perennial sow thistle 
which came from manure from the 
Chicago stockyards. 
"In the new north, the lumber- 


man has sowed the quack grass and 
Ihislle far and wide. These have 
gained a foothold from the hay im- 
ported for winter feed of horses. 
The problem of weed eradication 
is, therefore, one which is jusl as 
pertinenl lo the settlers in upper 
Wisconsin as it is in the older dis- 
tricts in the southern part of the 
state. General interest in the matter 
of weeds is rapidly increasing, as 
is shown by the fact thai Ihis year 
over 1.200 weed specimens 
have 


been identified by Mr. Stone."

Good roads bond 
issues and politics should not be on 
speaking terms. They should bo 
divorced in the fullest meaning of 
Ihe word. The interests of both are 
separate, 
distinct and 
individual. 


Politics represent the interests of 
partisans while good roads repre- 
sent the interest of Ihe masses. The 
interests of one arc selfish and of- 
lenlimes mercenary, while those o_f 
the other are democratic and uni- 
versal. 


In a few of the districts where t.he 


issues were voted upon in this State, 
they were made political issues. 
Candidates openly and publicly an- 
nounced themselves as favorable or 
opposed. 
In some cases the 
de- 


feat or election of several of 
the 


candidates can be traced to the pos- 
ition they took on the pending bond 
issues. In Ix?wis county where a 
?1,000,OCO issue was defeated, sev- 
eral of the candidates made an ef- 
fort to be neutral but they 
were 


forced .to show their hand anil an- 


nounce their 
position 
Itcforc the 


campaign was ended. llu> voters in 
most districts were indifferent, 
as 


they were loo roncerned alxvul po- 
litical issujs.
